Nation Mourns Sudden Death of Chief 
Executive, Warren G. Harding, Twenty- 
Ninth President of United States 


HARDING A TRUE

San Francisco, Aug.. 3.—A nation 
today mourns th** passing of its lead­ 
er. 
The American people from coast to 
coast and from lakes to gulf and in 
the territories beyond the seas bowed 
their heads in grief, for their Pres­ 
ident was dead. 
In the early hours of last evening 
after a day, which had brought renew­ 
ed hopes *'f rec* vet y death came sud­ 
denly and struck down Warren G. 
Harding with a stroke of 
cerebral 
apoplexy. 
The end came instantaneously and 
without even a second of warning at 
:30 o’clock. There was no time to sum. 
mon additional physicians; no time to 
call the members of his official family 
and no time for medical skill to exer­ 
cise its knowledge. 
It was all over 
in the twinkling of an eye and it left 
a nation and the world shocked in 
grief. 
Mr*. Harding, the constant com­ 
panion of her distinguished husband, 
was faithful to the end. 
She was 
reading to him a few minutes before 
7:30 o’clock, when she noticed a shud­ 
der run through the frame of the man 
she had loved, encouraged in adver­ 
sity and praised in success. 
Before 
she could arise from her chair Mr. 
Harding collapsed in the bed and she 
rushed to the door calling for the 
physicians to come quickly. 
Was Story Of Himself 
Mrs. Harding was reading 
aloud 
to the Chief Executive from a book 
entitled, “ A Calm Review* of a Calm 
Man,” in which he was the man re­ 
viewed, when the stroke of apoplexy 
b ro u g h t an end to his life, according 
to Mrs. E. E. Romsberg, 
sister of 
Mr. Harding. 
“That’s good, 
go on, read some 
more,” 
these were the last words 
spoken by the President 
to Mrs. 
Harding. 
Brigadier General Sawyer, chief of 
a staff of physicians who had been 
attending the chief executive, who al­ 
so was in the room and the two nurses 
present did 
all 
they 
could, 
yet 
availed nothing. 
The President had fought and won 
one victory against decay, but it ap­ 
peared in a more insiduous form and 
he lost the battle. 
The greatest shock came to his wife 
reading by his side, but she did not 
collapse. 
“She was shocked, of course, and at 
first unable to realize that she had 
lost the husband who had made up 
all the interest in her life for so many 
proud and happy years,” said General 
Sawyer later. 
“ But there was no 
collapse, no hysteria, just a brave ral­ 
ly to face her sorrows and the duties 
devolving upon her 
at this hour.”

There are few- here but will recall 
the visit of President Harding to Get­ 
tysburg on Saturday, July I, when, 
in company with Mrs. Harding, Gen­ 
eral John J. Pershing, Governor Wil­ 
liam C. Sproul, of Pennsylvania, and 
a number of other distinguished vis­ 
itors, he viewed the reenactment of 
Pickett’s charge by the Fifth 
and 
Sixth regiments, United States Ma­ 
rines. 
The presidential party reached the 
battlefield 
by 
automobile 
about 
4 
o’clock that afternoon, ascending the 
( bservation tower at Ziegler’s Grove. 
The group, which included forty-three 
officials, dignitaries and secret serv­ 
ice men, was escorted from the Penn­ 
sylvania line by a detail of State Po­ 
lice mounted on motorcycles. 
Upon his arrival at Camp Hard­ 
ing. where the Marines were quarter­ 
ed. a salute of twenty-one^ g uns was 
fired. 
He was received at the White 
House by the officers and guests of 
the camp and by Dr. and Mrs. W. A. 
Granville, of the College; the Misses 
Ruth 
V. 
Stallsmith, 
Evelyn 
Toot, 
Madeline Roth and Constance Weaver, 
who had been selected to wait upon 
Mrs. Harding during her stay in camp, 
were also on the receiving line. 
Despite rumors that the President 
would make a short address after the 
completion of maneuvers on the bat­ 
tle field, he left the observation tower 
without making a speech and, shaking 
hands with scores of those who were 
waiting, motored to the camp.

The President and his party left 
about 9:30 o’clock Sunday morning, 
going by way of the Lincoln High­ 
way and Chambersburg to his home 
at Marion, Ohio, to attend a centen­ 
nial celebration being held there that 
week. 
A salute of twenty-one guns 
was given the President as he left 
Gettysburg. 
During his stay at the Marine camp 
in Gettysburg, which was named in 
his honor. President Harding took his 
meals with the officers in the Head­ 
quarters mess. 
A table on a raised 
platform had been constructed at the 
«tid of the moss table for the Presi­ 
dent and his party. 
There they had 
dinner Saturday evening and break­

Coolidge elevated to the Presidency, 
the nations finds itself without a vice­ 
president, but the law makes provi­ 
sion for the Secretary of State to take 
over the duties of vice-president in 
the event of the death of the Execu­ 
tive.

David Lloyd George, prime minis­ 
ter of England during the World War, 
will visit Gettysburg’s historic* bat­ 
tlefield in September on a tour of the 
United States and Canada. 
This was learned today following 
word from London that the wartime 
premier has expressed a desire to visit 
the battlefields of Gettysburg and the 
Virpinias 
during 
his tour in this 
country. 
Mr. Lloyd George will sail from 
London for New* York late in Sep­ 
tember, accompanied by 
his 
wife, 
daughter, Miss Megan Lloyd George, 
and his private secretary, A. J. Syl­ 
vester. 
On the day of his arrival in 
this country, the former head of the 
British cabinet and his party will go 
to Montreal, Canada. 
Thence he will go to Ottawa, To­ 
ronto, 
Winnipeg, St. 
Paul, 
Minne­ 
apolis, Chicago, Springfield, Indian­ 
apolis, possibly St. Louis and Cleve­ 
land and then to Pittsburgh. Wash- 
nigton and Richmond, Virginia. 
After visiting the battlefields of 
the Civil Wtur in Virginia and West 
Virginia, he and his party will motor 
to Gettysburg to visit the greatest 
battlefield in the struggle between 
North and South. 
From Gettysburg 
the party will go to Philadelphia and 
Nev*. York.

W arren 
Gamaliel 
Harding, 
29th 
president of tho United States, was 
in every respect a self-made man. 
Like Abraham Lincoln and many 
of his other distinguished predeces­ 
sors, he worked his way up from a 
little log cabin to the White House. 
The story of his success reads, in­ 
deed, like a Horatio Alger or Oliver 
Optic novel for boys. 
Born of poor parents, he put him­ 
self through college, fought an up­ 
hill battle to become 
a 
successful 
newspaper editor and publisher, gabl­ 
ed leadership in politics of his home 
community and state, and finally at­ 
tained his boyhood ambition. 
For Harding, as a lad of 12, had 
promised his chums 
he 
some 
day 
would bo the nation’s chief execu­ 
tive. 
Born in Ohio 
Harding was born on his grand­ 
father’s farm, near Blooming) Grove, 
Morrow county, O., Nov. 2. 18(55. 
His father, Dr. George Tyron G ir­ 
ding, still living, was a country phy­ 
sician whose practice wns so small 
that he was forced to work in the 
fields to make ends meet. 
Mrs. Phoebe Elizabeth Dickerson 
Harding, his mother, was a home- 
loving, industrious woman of 
deep 
religious convictions. 
She professed 
the Adventist creed. 
From her W ar­ 
ren inherited many of the traits so 
characteristic of him in later life. 
Both father and mother came of a 
long line of 
sturdy 
pioneers. 
Dr. 
Harding was of Scotch descent while 
his wife was of Dutch stock. 
W arren was the ehp *st of eight 
children. 
When he was 5, the fam­ 
ily moved to the neighboring village 
of Caledonia, O 
At 4, he had learned to read, and 
was memorizing long 
poems. 
He 
always was anxious to 
“speak 
his 
piece*’ at neighborhood gatherings. 
But he wasn’t the “goody, goody” 
type. 
He could swim further and 
dive deeper than any of his chums 
at the “ol’ swim min* hole” in Whet­ 
stone creek. 
And it seems he could 
chew tobacco better than any of them. 
Worked Through School 
When he was I L a lanky, ungainly 
youth more than six feet tall, he 
matriculated for an academic course 
at Ohio Central College 
in 
Iberia. 
That long s'nee has closed its door*. 
Several times, when 
he 
couldn't 
find enough odd jobs, he was forced 
to quit school. 
But 
always, 
after 
something turned up, He would re­ 
turn to his books. 
He was graduated 
with a IL S. degree when he was IT. 
For a year he taught school. Then 
he road law for another year. 
His father bought the Marion (0.) 
Star, then a struggling little weekly 
palier, at a sheriff’s sale. 
Warren, in 
college, edited a school paper. 
He 
became editor of the Star, which his 
father presented to him. 
A na inst great financial 
odds, he 
conducted the paper for some time. 
Rut he was forced eventually to sell 
it. 
He took a reportorial position on 
the Marion Mirror, but political dif­ 
ference's with the owner resulted in his 
discharge.

TOWN SOON LEARNS 
OF HARDING DEATH 


W ithin Half an Hour First Word 
W as Received Here By 
Radio. 


Although 
three 
thousand 
miles 
away from the deathbed of President 
Harding, Gettysburg learned the news 
of the end within half an hour. 
The 
nation’s Chief Executive 
died 
sud­ 
denly at 7:30 o’clock, Pacific Coast 
time, or 10:30 o’clock, Eastern Stand­ 
ard time. 
So far as could In* learned today 
Edgar L. Deardorff, cashier of the 
First National Bank, Center Square, 
was the first person in town to learn 
that Mr. Harding had passed away. 
Mr. Deardorff was listening to a radio 
concert bring given in Chicago, Illi­ 
nois. when suddenly, while the familiar 
selection, “Carry Me Back to Ole Vir- 
ginny,” was being given, the program 
was interrupted 
and 
announcement 
made that President Harding had suc­ 
cumbed to an apoplectic stroke in San 
Francisco. 
This announcement came 
just ivs the clock in the tower et Glat- 
felter Hall on the College* campus 
struck ll, according to Mr. Deardorff. 
Shortly 
afterward 
other 
radio 
communications Were received here 
announcing the death of the country’s 
chief executive. 
In the midst of a selection, the Ma­ 
jestic 
Eight orchestra, 
playing 
in 
Center Square for a block dance, un­ 
der auspices of the American Legion, 
was stopped and announcement was 
made to the dancers and large crowd 
t of spectators that President Harding 
had died. 
Joy turned to grief and 
the dance was at once called off. 
It 
was then about 11:30 o’clock, one hour 
after the President breathed his Inst. 
Between 12:30 and 12:45 o’clock, 
this morning, the bells on 
several 
churches and at the fire engine house 
were tolled as a murk of respect for 
the death of the “first man in the 
land.”

forces lined up on one s :de and the 
forces represented by such leaders as 
Johnson, of California; Horah, of Ida­ 
ho, and LaFollette, of Wisconsin, on 
the other. 
Recently Senator James E. Mun­ 
son, of Indiana, one of the admin­ 
istration spokesmen, made 
the 
an­ 
nouncement that “ if Warren Harding 
wanted a renomination he was going 
to have it and that It was idle to dis­ 
cuss a contest.” 
Now the sad and sudden death of 
the President gives political plans an­ 
other twist. 
Vice-President Coolidge 
becomes President and whether 
he 
will ask a nomination at the hands 
of the coming convention as did Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt after the death of 
McKinley remains for the future.
